Do Germs

There are many types of 
germs and all of them have 
a place in the scheme of 
things, just as insects, birds, 
fish and animals are nec­ 
essary to maintain the bal­ 
ance of nature.

Given Life 


For Spying 


NEW YORK aTPI>— Dr. Robert 
Soblen. convicted as a w artim e 
Soviet spy in the United States, 
was sentenced today to spend 
th e rest of his life— estim ated 
at less than a y ear— in prison. 1 
The Lithuanian-born psvchia-1 
trist. 60. is dying of lym phatic j 
leukemia. 
T he gaunt one-tim^ minion of i 
Soviet secret police chief Lav­ 
renti R. Beria stood to hear sen­ 
tence from Federal Judge Wil­ 
liam B. H erlands. He paled as 
he heard the life sentence and 
collapsed. The scream s of his 
gister, Mrs. Anya Chasins, filled 
the courtroom. 


DENIED ACTS

nied that he had acted as an

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
State Park Camping Could 


Be Doubled At No Expense 


The vacationists driving California's 
highways these days have found one 
consistent, self-evident fact— the state 
parks are being used to capacity. 
There is no doubt about the use of 
our parks. A motorist who isn't willing 
to stop about 4 p.m. hasn't a chance 
of getting into one of them. 
In many 
of the parks, only a handful of camping 
sites become available daily as most 
vacationers stay a week, 10 days or 
whatever the maximum time limit is. 
We have no complaint with these 
stay-oners. 
That's one of the reasons 
the state parks exist, to provide a com­ 
fortable, beautiful and interesting spot 
in which vacationers can enjoy their 
days awav from home and the office. 
The parks provide a second camping 
service, however. 
And here we feel 
they aren't doing the job they could 
and should. 
The parks are also avail­ 
able to the tourist or vacationist who 
doesn't have time to spend a week or 
so, but would like to spend the night 
with his trailer or bed-equipped car. 
There is an extremely simple state 
park regulation which could be changed 
and 
nearly 
double 
the 
over-night 
capacity of our parks system— with 
practically no expenditure of funds. 
At present no camping is allowed 
anywhere in a state park except in a 
developed, numbered camp site. 
Each 
night, however, a huge developed area 
of the park is kept vacant,. 
We refer 
to the picnic areas. 
Now' we are not trying to encroach 
on the picnic facilities at the park. They 
are a needed and useful third service 
the parks provide. 
All we suggest is 
that they be used 24 hours a day, not 
just during daylight hours. 
Isn’t it logical to allow tourists with 
trailers or with cars equipped with 
bedding facilities to park in the picnic 
areas after the picnickers leave, pro­ 
viding they are gone before the pic­ 
nickers start arriving the next day9 
All an over-night tourist needs is a

safe place to park (recent tragic events 
prove the roadside is not such a safe 
place) and toilet facilities. 
Picnic areas in state parks provide 
both, unused every- night. 
Recently we had occasion to travel 
down Highway 1 south of Monterey. 
We decided to stop over night at Morro 
Beach State Park. 
It was full. 
We 
w-ent on to Pismo Beach State Park. It 
was full too and the ranger told us he 
had turned away 200 cars. 
But he 
added: 
“ If you want to stay overnight, there 
is a county park right over there.” in­ 
dicating a place about two blocks away. 
We 
did. 
We 
investigated. 
The 
county attendant told us, “ Safe place 
to park? Sure, right there on the street 
where you are. 
You can use our rest­ 
rooms.” 
We had a station wagon 
equipped with a bed. We-stayed. 
The next morning we saw where the 
trailers were. 
The county let them 
park in a big, brown field. 
They cir­ 
cled, like they were expecting an Indian 
attack. 
Only facilities were two chem­ 
ical toilets moved in by the county. 
The trailers started to move out 
about 7 a m.. 
By 8:30 they were all 
on their way. 
Two blocks away an empty state pic­ 
nic grounds with tables and toilets with 
running water went unused all night 
long. 
If the State Park Commission would 
change the regulations so over-night, 
self-contained tourists could use the 
picnic areas providing they checked out 
by 9 a m., additional cost to the state 
w-ould be infinitessimal, probably only 
the emptying of a little more garbage 
and more water for the restrooms. Yet 
the parks would hold about twice as 
many over-night campers. One-night 
campers could be channeled to the pic­ 
nic grounds, leaving the developed 
camp sites for long-time vacationers. 
We hope they give this suggestion 
serious consideration.

Make No Sense

Snakes, long considered pests . 
only to rural dwellers and per­ 
sons suffering from DTs, are 
{becoming a very real problem 
,to residents of tracts in unde-1 
veloped lands.

Noting the great mirgation of 
^ r b a n population to the wild­ 
lands, the Marin Cpunty Agri­ 
culture Extension Service has 
[issued instructions for dealing 
¡with the dangerous species of 
reptiles, the rattlesnake. 


According to Maynard 
W. j 
Cummings, verterbate peH con­ 
trol specialist with the Univer­ 
sity of California at Davis, re-, 
inoval of food and cover is 
one of the most effective ways, 
of 
dealing 
with 
poisonious! 
snakes. This means killing of 
rodents, on which snakes feed, 
and clearing weeds, brush and : 


tall grass, ideal hiding places 
for reptiles. 
Snakeproofing of buildings 
by eliminating of holes and 
cracks in floors and founda­ 
tions is advisiable. Cummins 
said. Snakeproof fences, made 
of 14 -inch wire mesh with the 
lower edge buried, are also 
effective, he said. 
Poisoning snakes is danger­ 
ous and difficult, he said, pri­ 
marily because they prefer to 
kill their own food. 
DDT and other chlordindated 
hydrocarbon 
insectides

poisonious to reptiles and ap­ 
plication of 50 per cent DDT
